Two Weeks Given It on the 


Dockets—News of the 


Courts. 


In a letter to Mayor AY. J. Hosoy to- 


day President J. Levering Jones, of 
the Fort Wayne and Wabash Valley 
Traction company, reiterates the com- 
pany's belief that the municipal light- 
ing plant In Fort Wayne is being oper- 
ated at a loss, and as a taxpayer the 
company asks for an expert examina- 
tion of the books to determine the ac- 
tual cost of city lightinK as it Is now- 
done In Fort Wayne. 


Mr. Jones has long contended that 


the real cost of municipal lighting in 
Fort Wayne was in excess of the ap- 
parent cost, and he makes a proposi- 
tion to have the matter definitely de- 
termined by a committee of disinter- 
ested experts, holding the view that 
the taxpayers of the city arc vitally 
interested in the matter and that they 
are entitled to know the actual facts 
concerning the municipal lighting sit- 
uation. 


In brief the traction company presi- 


dent proposes that the company and 
th« city shall each select :i disinter- 
ested expert, and that the two shall 
then select a third, with -the three em- 
powered to go thoroughly Into the mat- 
ter, compute the' cost of llshtins the 
streets and 
supplying commercial 


lighting, and report their findings to 
the mayor and the city council. The 
traction company at first proposes to 
defray half the expense of such expert 
examination, and finally goes to the 
length of declaring that If the city 
does not feel itself warranted in in- 
curring expense of this character, the 
company will pay the entire cost of thp 
proceedings, regardless of the character 
of the findings. The intent of the com- 
pany is apparently to put the issue

which would have produced death. 


Identification was effected by means 


of letters in the pocket^ of the, dead 
man. They stated that he resided with 
his mother at 1238 Main street, Fort 
Wayne, and that his name was Edgar 
L. Clark. 
Investigation revealed the 


fact that Mrs. 
Elnora 
Bartlo.w, a 


widow, resides 'at that number and 
that Clark had made his home the,re 
since last May. She is not'his mother 
and cannot account for the statement 
that she bore that relation to him. 
Mrs. Barlow formerly resided in Rich- 
wood, Ohio, from whence-Clark came 
to Fort Wayne last May, and she 
knew him there. 
She says when he 


came- to this city in search of em- 
ployment at the vcarpenter trade, he

• found' Mrs. Bartlow engaged In con- 


ducting a boarding and rooming house

been at work, to resume his duties, 
and until news of his death reached 
her, she supposed he was working 
down there. 


Papers among the effects of Clark 


Indicate that he was thirty-nine years 
old and that he has an'uncle and an 
aunt residing 
at 
Richwood, Ohio. 


They have been notified of the acci- 
dent, but up to 2 o'clock this after- 
noon no instructions concerning the 
disposal of the 
body has been re- 


ceived here. 
The body is 
in 
the 


hands of the coroner of Van Wert 
county and unless the relatives claim 
it, it will be burled by the county. 


Clark was reticent In character and 


not Inclined to make acquaintances 
and had no intimate friends here as 
far as 
could 
be learned. 
Little is 


known, therefore, of his former his- 
tory. 
Mrs. Bartlow, who knows more 


about him than any other person In 
the city, left for Van Wert soon ufter 
receiving news of the accident to see 
what disposition of the remains coulil j 
be made. 
Before going she called at 


the Pennsylvania offices and stated 
that so far as she knew. Clark had no 
money and that she was unable to as- 
sume the expenses of the funeral. She 
said that she and Clark were engaged 
and that they would have been mar- 
ried in a few weeks had he lived. 


Mrs. Bartlow has three children, two

What 
does it not do against sense and brain 
and heart, bringing disease and mad- 
ness and cruelty? What remunera- 
tion does it. even promise to render 
after death?

FISHY FLAVOR IN BUTTER 


CAUSE OF TH/S TROUBLE ATTRIBUTED TO 'THE PRESENCE OF ACID CON- 


DITIONS IN THE CREAM USED

What causes the fishy flavor in but- 


:<--r? 
That is something no one has 


!'••<"» able to find out until the govern- 
ment dairy foods undertook the task 
But even the government cannot tlnd 
"ut all the causes, for there are more 
Uian one. 
How.cver, the main cause 


M'tms to be some particular substance 
produced by the oxidation of'one. of 
the combinations of the acid develop- 
ment in the ripening of the cream.-In 
other words, it is caused by a slow, 
spontaneous, chemical change to which 
acid js essential and which is favored 
by the presence of small amounts of 
oxygen. 


H has been a gent-rally accepted the- 


ory among tmttermakers that sour 
cream made the best'butter. This idea 
is reversed by the investigations, which 
bring forth the conclusion that butter 
made from 'sweet cream does not con- 
tain the elements that go to make fishy 
flavor.

In all the experimental butter made 


in the last tliree years there has been 
no trace of lishy flavor in that made 
from pasteurized sweet cream, churned 
without the addition of a starter. In 
butter made from pasteurized cream 
with starter added, but without any 
fubsequent ripening, there has been 
no tishy flavor, with one or two doubt- 
ful exceptions. 
On the other hand, 


many lots of experimental butter made 
from 
well ripened cream 
developed 


marked tightness. 


It is evident, therefore, that there is 


a direct relation between the acidity of 
cream and the development of fishy 
flavor in the butter. However, as the 
work progressed it became apparent 
that the acidity, although having a de- 
termining Influence on fishy fia'vor, was 
not the sole cause. 


W!tli this factor controlled it was 


impossible .'to make butter with any 


certainty that it would become .fishy, 
l-'miucntly butter made from en-urn 
with a high acidity showed no trace of 
this flavor. 


' was found t!iat overworking the 


butter increased the tendency to lishi- 
ncss, am! this llavor could be produced 
with reasonable certainty by overwork- 
ling high-acid butter. All butter con- 
tains considerable quantities of air, and 
this is increased by the working, thus 
producing conditions more favorable to 
oxidation. 


*'lshy Havor may be prevented with 


certainty, says Mr. Rogers, the govern- 
ment expert, b.y making butter from 
pasteurized cream1, without ripening. 
The addition of a starter to pasteurized 
sweet cream without subsequent ripen- 
ing improves the flavor of the fresh 
butter without adding enough acid to 
cause Hshlness. Pasteurization of sour 
cream will not prevent the development 
of fishy llavor.

The raised painful "bum-lies" notice- 


able upon the backs 'of cattle during 
the winter se.asnn and early spring 
months are due to large- grubs or larvae 
and are commonly termed "warbles." 


The grubs are the product of eggs 


deposited by the ox warble tly (luipo- 
.Icnnu' lineata) during lly time in sum- 
mer, and unless destroyed on removal 
from the backs of cattle, burrow into 
the earth and emerge after a time In 
the form of files, to carry on their pes- 
tiferous work. 


The old and apparently sensible idea 


of the life history of these grubs is 
that thy parent lly deposits her eggs 
upon or just under the surface of the 
skin of the cow's buck at a place where 
she can neither protect herself against 
the fly by licking with her tongue nor 
switching with her tall. 


The eggs then hatch out and the 


•"iuiiK larvae, after penetrating the 
vie. per layer of the skin, form a. sac in 
the cor.ne.elhu tissue, where they live 
.uid grow in a collection of inflamma- 
tory lymph. 


This Inflammatory fluid is caused by 


tlie irritation set up by the constant 
movement of the hard bristles protrud- 
ing from the segments of the body of 
the grub. 


An orifice will be found in the top of 


eaeh warble and through it the grub 
obtains air while growing and makes 
Its escape from the skin when fully 
matured in the spring. 


Of recent years government investi- 


gators 'have 
published a 
different 


theory to the effect that the fly deposits 
her eggs upon the legs and heels of 
the animal, which licks them off and 
swallows them, whereupon the egg* 
hatch In the gullet and the young lar- 


va<- penetrate its walls, find their waj 
into the connective tissue and gradual^ 
y burrow their way therein until thej 
arrive at the one part of the body la 
which they are invariably found. 


The latter theory is little credited 


by practical stockmen and veterin- 
arians. 
If it is correct, how comes it 


that the grubs are found in but one 
part of the body? And that we do not 
come across them in their travel* 
through the tissues? 


Prevention of these pest; is to be 


sought by applying fly repellers to the 
backs of the cattle during fly time and 
washing tht'lr backs with strong salt 
water during late fall; then each grub 
that matures should be squeezed out 
and destroyed. 


The grub causes much misery to 


their living host and cause 
serious 


damage to the hide for the purposes of 
the tanner. 


GROWING APPLES UNDER IRRIGATION 


Planting Two-Year-OId Trees arid Root Pruning 


Are Highly Recommended

We have an ideal apple country and 


there Is not a 10-year-old apple orchard 
in the Yakima valley that Is planted 
to the varieties demanded in the east 
.and has been well cared for that can 
be bought to-day for less than $500 to 
$1,000 per acre, and are even selling up 
to S2,"000 an acre. 


With ordinary care In selection of 


location and right varieties and planted 
about eighty trees to the acre, 
^ 


orchard will In ten years be worth .an' 
average of $800 per acre., This would 
be an increase of $80 per acre each 
year in the value of your land. 


The first" five years you can grow 


rrops in the orchard to its benefit, and 
the next five years the orchard will 
pay you twice as much as' the. same 
acreage in hay or any cultivated crop. 


As to. varieties, out of our 2,000 dis- 


tinct varieties of winter apples "we 
should confine our lists to less than ten, 
and for my part, if planting lOO.acres, 
I would not use over four varieties. By 
investigation decide what' you will 
plant, and pay no attention to the tree 
agent's hot air, wiio is only interested 


• in his commission, and the. more un- 


salable varieties he can- work- off tin 
••you the-larger his profit.'- There-are as 
good trees -grown by nurseries in the 
•Yakima valley as anywhere else;' and 
the nearer home the better. 


A large number of writers tell us. to 


"plow deeply, subsoil, ^dig large holes, 
so as to. take 'roots w:rith'out cramping, 
etc." 
In our soil-'an ordinary..plowing 


is all that is needed. - Neither 'is there 
any need for "large deep holes."' 


In setting a 1-year-old tree I would 


cut off each lateral root to a length of 
.wo or three inches and for a 2-year- 
old I would not plant a root over six 
nches long. All authorities agree that 
t Is highly important to compact tha 
soil firmly about the roots and that a 
root cannot grow except the soil is well 
firmed, etc. Then wjjy dig up a large 
space just to get to firm it back? I 
would sayi dig small holes. Fifteen to 
eighteen Inches, across is plenty large. 


Then instead of trimming the broken 


roots as most writers advise, I would 
cut 'each root,' as stated above, to a 
jength of three to six inches. In this 
way we establish- the divisions of the 
root system close in to the trunk, and 
for each root cut oft we get from three 
to five bunches, multiplying by thai 
much the food gathering capacity of 
the system. 


As the 'success of the tree depend? 


on its roots, we cannot take too much 
pains in caring: for them. By rights 
no tree should ever leave the nurserj 
until it is 2 years old. It should be 
taken up as a yearling, its roots close- 
ly pruned to make them branch, reset 
headed and allowed to grow a year be- 
fore being permanently planted. 
••• 


All things considered, I -believe • 2- 


year-old trees are best, for the reason 
that, their roots have wore wood -in 
them and . can stand more exposure 
without serious damage than 1-year 
old trees, -in handling trees remember 
they can stand being out of soil abou 
as well-as a fish out. of water, and .the 
roots must.'ata'll times be kept wet

method to use to make the operation 
a success, hence detailed directions .are 
given below. 


Secure a bee veil, a smoknr. a long- 


)ladod knife, the wire from an old 
broom or two, a pair nf wire pliers and 
:utter, two or three rolls of old cotton 
cloth, some matches, a piece of stout 
string, an ax or hatchot, and a pair of 
rloves, if you wish to protect your 
lands from possible .stings. 


Place the new hlvo near the colony 


o bo transferred and have about half 
of the frames full of foundation; the 
remaining four or five frames are to 
se reserved for holding comb taken, a. 
little later, from the old hive. 


The wires may be passed around the 


frames lengthwise, but such an ar- 
rangement will make it necessary to 
remove the frames from the hive at a 
Inter date, after the combs, which have 
been held In place by the wires, have 
been securely fastened to the frames. 


After starting a .good smoke in the 


bee smoker, putting on the bee veil and 
gloves, tying down the trouser legs 
one Is all ready to make the transfer 
An- assistant is desirable, Tjut not a 
necessity. 


Take from the new hive the frame.

the new hive should be supplied with 
combs from the old ones as quickly as 
possible: then the box of bees should 
be shaken into the top or onto a board 
or paper in front, " Care 'should be 
taken that not many-bees are', crushed 
and that, nearly all get into the hew 
hive, or the queen may be lost, bringr 
ing about failure. 
Scraps of honey, 


sliould be carried to the house and 
honey drips carefully washed up, or 
there may be a bad case of robbing. 


TO CROSS A BROOK 


FALL CARE OF THE EWE FLOCK 


It li'as-.been my experience • in han- 
ling breeding .ewes that. one cannot 
lace too much importance upon plan- 
ing their feeding and management so 
hat by the time the mating season 
.rrives the ewes will be in a vigorous, 
lesh-forming condition. -It is a serious 
mistake to have the breeding ewes in a 
loor, run-down and unthrifty condition 
at mating time. 


The late summer is a very trying 
ime on the breeding ewes, -and unless 
a man mantalns the flopk' in strong, 
rigorous condition, deleterious .influ- 
ences are bound to creep in and cut 
down.the annual profits." It is very 
desirable at weaning time to have an 
.bundance. of pasture and supplemental 
forage crops, so that the ewes may be 
able to recover their normal condition 
gradually and be ready to be mated as 
soon as the mating period arrives. 


Ewes-that have suckled their lambs 


well during the summer are sure to be 
reduced in flesh at weaning time, and 
every eltort should be made to bring 
them fo 'a strong, vigorous condition 
before the mating season arrives. The 
ewes that produce the best lambs a 
•weaning time are usually the best 
breeders in the flock atid should be 
given the best food and care. High 
here many flock owners make a mis- 
take by disposing of the ewes that show 
lack of condition when weaning time 
omes. ., . 
The safest way to judge the valu 


of a breeding ewe is to examine tl.< 
quality of the lamhs at weaning time 
In nine cases out of ten we will fini 
that the best lambs belong to the in 
dividual.* that arc run down in ficsli 
and show a lack of condition. Manj 
make" a mistake by feeding the e.we 
a ration of fat-producing foods to hurr> 
along their condition, but this is no 
to be recommendc'J' except in oxtrcm 
cases. 


During the autumn the'flnck ow 


should not depend too much upon nat 
ural pasture. At this time of the yea 
II is Impossible to produce good pastur 
of any kind unless preparations hav 
been made early in the season by SOTV 
ing forage crops. With good pastor 


n<3 forage and tKe addition of a very 
ttle grain food the1 ewes can be kept 
n a vigorous, flesh-forming condition 
ntil the mating period arrives.—W.

TRAIN THE COLT EARLY
